Eddie Machen, the top ranking 
challenger, and Zora Folley meet 
In San Francisco on March 17 and 
Argentinian Alex Miteff will tack­ 
le Cuba's Nino Valdes in Madison 
Square Garden on Feb. 21. 


ALL THIS MEANS is that the 
standings of the top 10 challengers 
m ay 
be 
juggled, 
because 
Cus 
D Amato, 
Patterson's 
manager, 
will have nothing to do with what 
he describes as IBC puppet* and 
places Machen in particular, at 
the top of his black list. 
D’Amato says he has “several 
solid offers’’ for a title defense 
Patterson could m ake in the Unit­ 
ed States 
“But it Is very probable 
that 
we will go abroad this year." he 
adds. 
"Harry Levine, an Eng­ 
lish promoter who battles
